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BASIC RIGHTS INVOLVED IN RULING 
(Lexington Herald) 

Acting in line with a decision of the U. S. 
Supreme Court, Federal Judge Mac Swinford has 
held an FBI agent in contempt of court for re¬ 
fusing to open confidential files to defendants in 
a criminal case at Bowling Green. Judge Swin- 
ford’s ruling, which he said, “I frankly hate to 
make,” poses the complex effects of the Supreme 
Court’s ruling June 2 that defendants have a 
right to examine secret reports of the FBI. 

In some instances, law enforcement procedure 
may be stymied until legislation is enacted to 
abridge the court’s ruling. What makes such 
abridgement difficult, however, is that the mat¬ 
ter involves the very basic constitutional decree 
that no person shall be "deprived of life, libery 
or property without due process of law.’’| De¬ 
nying one party access to information in posses¬ 
sion of another party can be extremely contrary 
to the due-process principle, the court thinks. For 
instance, it would be very injurious indeed to a 
defendant if a law enforcement agency withheld 
information that would establish a defendant's 
innocence. 


Judicial procedural changes can be legislated 
which would prevent criminals and others from 
having free access to all confidential information 
held by law enforcement and nvestigating agen¬ 
cies These procedural changes will have to be 
made with care and with assurance that indi¬ 
vidual rights will not be trampled. But they will 
have to be made if there isn't to be a breakdown 
in the nation's law-enforcement machinery. 

Some procedural changes also might be in¬ 
voked for the investigative and law-enforcement 
agencies The widespread practice of recording 
unverified gossip, rumors and charges against 
individuals and keeping such information on 
file indefinitely can be carried to the point where 
it is extremely dangerous to individual rights. 
When the time comes that this country’s security 
is dependent upon making police documents in¬ 
violate, upon the testimony of professional wit¬ 
nesses and haters or upon the abridgement of 
basic constitutional rights, then there would not 
be much to gain by battling communism, for such 
is the brand of justice of the Communists and 
others opposed to democratic freedoms

Kentucky Will Receive 
$52 Million From U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2—Ken¬ 
tucky’s allotment of federal 
money for highway construction 
for the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1 is more than half a million 
dollars above the present year’s 
appropriation. 

Allocations announced today 
earmarked $52,717,103 for high¬ 
way construction in Kentucky. 
This year’s funds were set at $47.- 
144,235. 

Of the appropriation, $37,179,- 
006 is to go for work on Ken¬ 
tucky's portion of the 41,000-mile 
interstate network of limited-ac¬ 
cess superhighways, which are to 
be completed in about 16 years. 

The rest of Kentucky’s allot¬ 
ment included $7,238,084 for the 
primary road system, $6,026,483 
for secondary, farm-to-market 
and feeder roads and $2,273,530 
for urban highways.

Farmers Drawing 
Social Security to 
Report Earnings 

A farmer came to our office the 
other day Snd said, "I never 
thought making more money off 
my farm would worry me, but 
right now it is. You see,” he 
said. “I’m retired and getting old- 
age benefits. At the time I filed 
my claim because of the drouth, 
I didn't expect to net a plugged 
dime this year, let alone more 
than $1200 Then came the rains 
and crops are sprouting like 
Jack’s beanstalks.” 

Well, it was clear that this 
farmer and many other retired 
self-employed farmers in this 
area are going to have a total 
farm earnings this year in excess 
of $1200. This will affect the 
number of social security pay¬ 
ments he will be entitled to re¬ 
ceive during the year. All of 
them should do what this fhrmer 
has done—report their expecta¬ 
tion of increased farm income for 
1957 to the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration. 

It is not necessary to come to 
our office to do this. When a 
claim for benefits was made, the 
applicant was given a special 
post-card for just this purpose. 
If you have misplaced the post¬ 
card, you should ask for another 
one, or report your prospect of 
increased earnings in a letter, if 
vou prefer. 

When an old-age beneficiary 
under age 72 makes such a re¬ 
port, his monthly benefit checks 
will be stopped, and he will be 
sent a Form OA-C740, “Request 
for Benefits Payable" This form 
tells him under what circum¬ 
stances his payments may begin 
agam. In this way, monthly bene¬ 
fit checks to him will be with¬ 
held during the time when he is 
making more than $1200 a year. 
If he does not report under these 
conditions, he may have to refund 
the amount of some of his bene¬ 
fit checks, or have benefit pay¬ 
ments withheld later on when, 
because of drought or some other 
condition, his net farm income 
again falls below $1,200 

We told this farmer that if 
conditions change and he discov¬ 
ers later in the year that his farm
